GENERAL FINANCIAL AGENTS. 



Washington, April 25,— Congress to- 
day formally declared war to exist be- 
tween the United States and Spain. It 
passed the naval appropriation bill car- 
rying large amounts of money for the 
improvement of the sea arm of the fed- 
ral fighting service. The Hull army 
reorganisation bill 1ms passed the Sen- 
ate and now goes to conference. Secre- 
tary Sherman resigned as chief of dic- 
tate department, to be succeeded by 
Assistant Day and the latter by John B. 
Moore, of New York, an acknowledg- 
luthority on international law; and 
the war department called on the sevcr- 
tl states for their quota to the volunteer 
mm- of the United States. These make 
the most important of the days 
events. 

It was not announced when Secretary 
Sherman's resignation would take effect. 
The secretary Iiuk abandoned his original 
idea of leaving at unco nnd it is though, 
lie will remain until Judge Day has been 
.onfirined as his successor. The selec- 
tion of .Judge Moore, who is now profes- 
sor of law at the Columbia university, 
New York, to succeed the latter is 
warmly welcomed by all of the state de- 
partment employees. Appointed origin- 
ally from Delaware in the state depart- 
ment of Mr. Bayard, when th'.> hitter was 
rotary, Mr. Moore displayed merit 
and ability and worked his way up to the 
place of second assistant secretary, and 
that capacity served under several 
administrations without political cohsid- 
ruition. He resigned to accept the po- 
sition at Columbia university three years 
ago and it is believed his present ap- 
pointment is only temporary. 

Officials 'of the navy have boon pre- 
paring a proclamation which will bo is- 
sued in 11 day or two, this time treating 
of and defining • the conditions under 
which seizures of vessels of a hostile na- 
tion may be made. It is believed that 
the protests and suggestions coining 
from foreign embassies and legations 
here have led the department to define 
once for all its position in this mat- 
ter. 

There was talk of establishing a sup- 
ply depot in the Philippines to meet th« 
onditions in Asiatic waters. Our fleet 
there now has no homo, and under the 
neutrality laws the stay of ships at any 
port is limited -to a few hours. This 
is unpleasant besides involving the ex- 
penditure of 11 great, deal of coal, so 
that it mny become necessary for Com- 
modore Dewey to seize a port in the 
Philippines and fortify it as a base of 
supplies. 

The focus of interest in the war de- 
partment was the dispatch to the gover-

John Jacob Astor, of New York, not 
content with offering the government 
free his splendid yacht Norma, and free 
transportation for troops ami supplies 
over the railroads in winch he is inter- 
ested, has come forward with notice that 
he has raised and equipped at his own 
expense a battery of artillery which he 
desires to offer 'to the government under 
his own plans for service in Cuba. This 
offer probably will' be accepted. Al- 
though the department has been delug- 
ed with offers to raise volunteers in this 
way to the aggregate number of at least 
50,000 men, as the President's authority 
as to volunteers is only to enlist throe 
regiments outside of the regular quotas 
to be furnished by the states, there is 
not much opportunity to accept the ser- 
vices of these patriots. 
JUNCTION WITH INSURGENTS. 
Washington, April 25. — The strategic 
board of the army and navy are being 
urged to supplement the pacific blockade 
by the taking of one port on the north 
coast of Cuba nnd one on the south coast 
for the purpose of establishing a junc- 
tion with General Gomez's insurgent 
troops tit Snncti Spiritus and with Gen- 
eral Garcla's forces in Santiago do Cuba. 
The secretary of the Cuban legation said 
to-day thnt movements of this character 
woidd be extremely valuable in opening 
Up connection with the forces, and he 
felt that tin? small forts could bo taken 
practically without opposition. Cien- 
fuegos ou the south coast and Sngua la 
Grande on the north coast, he said, are 
probably the best fitted in point of local- 
ity and hick of coast defences ds the 
bases of supplies. Cienfuegos on the 
south coast is the point most accessible 
to the commands of both Gomez and 
Garcia, while Sngua is within easy 
I'eacb of Gomez. Having two bases, one 
on the south and one on the north, avoids 
danger of interruption of communication 
from one to the other, anil it is thought 
through communication between the two 
tt. uld be effected. 

It is said Cienfuegos and Sngua could 
not offer the resistance that Matanzns 
and other largo ports are liable to pres- 
ent. The large Cuban ports have fairly 
go'pd batteries and it would take a con- 
siderable naval force and the delays in- 
cident to giving the non-combatants time 
for departure before they could be cap- 
tured. On the other hand the smaller 
ports could make little more than a for- 
mal defence if indeed, they did not sur- 
render at the outset, knowing that oppo- 
sition would bo useless. 

With two bases of operation secured 
the Cuban authorities feel that the Gil- 
lian forces in the held and ready to take 
the field could be speedily and effectively 
equipped with arms and ammunition and 
supplies. It is said that Gomez and 
Garcia have the men and the enthusi- 
asm capable of striging an effective blow 
and that the only reason for their pre- 
sent inaction is their failure to have 
adequate ammunition for a strong for- 
ward movement on the Spanish forces. 

Recent conferences between the Cuban 
military officials bore and General Miles 
leave little doubt that the war depart- 
ment will equip the Cuban forces in 
every way practicable in view of the 
heavy demands for arms and ammunition 
by the calling into action of the full force 
of the army, and lliO.OUO volunteers. But 
it will be necessary to effect a junction 
with the Cuban forces and. to this end 
the suggestion is being made that points 
on the north and south coasts of Cuba 
be taken, Action is likely to follow as 
soon ns the war department feels that it 
is ready to place adequate supplies of 
arms and ammunition in the hands of 
the Cubans. 

THE PHILIPPINES; 
New York, April 25.— A special to the 
World from Hongkong says: The Asi- 
atic squadron will sail early on Monday 
morning, without fail. All preparations 
have boon perfected by Commodore Dew- 
ey, of the flagship Baltimore, nnd both 
Officers nnd men are enthusiastic. 'The 
Hoot will sail direct, to Manila nnd will 
promptly invest the islands. Some of the 
vessels will bo detached and will go to 
Ulilo, 200 miles distant, on the island of 
Simmy.

Washington, April 25.— From the fact 
that the state department has not been 
culled upon so far 'to prepare any pro- 
clamation giving notice of a blockade 
of either Porto Rico or the Philippines 
it may be set down as a fact that the 
naval forces are not yet ready to move 
in that direction. It is the practice, as. 
was shown in the proclamation relative 
to the blockade of Cuban ports, to give 
due notice to foreign powers by proclam- 
ation of an intention to blockade and al- 
though it is not absolutely necessary to 
follow this course, it is believed the 
state department will observe the usual 
rule. 

CUBA'S DESTINY. 
Madrid, April 25. — A new point has- 
been raised relative to the non-delivery 
of the ultimatum of the United States. 
The view now taken is that its non-de- 
livery leaves the United States unpledg- 
ed to the resolutions in regard to Cuban 
independence. Thus it is pointed put that 
while her pride is gratified, Spain litis 
lost a diplomatic point. 

QUIET OFF HAVANA. 
Matanzns, April 25, (via Key West), 
7:45 a.m.— The Dauntless, the dispatch 
boat of the Associated Press, steamed to 
the blockading squadron of Matanzns 
yesterday, being the first dispatch boat 
to visit the vessels cruising off this port. 
The Dauntless left the squadron at Ha- 
vana just after the New York sailed, 
presumably for Key West. She follow- 
ed the flagship for an hour and then 
gave up the chase ns the destination of 
the New York' was apparently clear. 
She was alongside the Indiana for a 
while. The Wilmington, Detroit and 
several other vessels were further in- 
shore. The Iowa, following the orders 
of Rear Admiral Sampson, was far 
enough tiff Havana to escape any tiring • 
from tht} shore batteries. 

There has been no incident worth not- 
ing since the capture of the Spanish 
steamer Oatallna and the schooners in 
the early morning. The Nashville and 
Castino are doubtless still off Cienfuegos. 
On her way from Havana to Matanzns 
tin; Dauntless passed the torpedo boat 
Winslow. 

Havana; April 25. — As the government 
of the United States will not permit Ma- 
drid and Now York telegrams to come to 
Havana for the press, the Spanish cen- 
sor will not allow correspondents to tele- 
graph to the New York press. 

A'T A SAFE DISTANCE. 

On board flagship; New York, off Hav- 
ana, April 2-1— (Noon) — During the early 
morning the Morro Oustle batteries 
again opened tire on tlie fleet, but with- 
out the slightest offect. There have been 
no casualties among our forces up to the 
hour of writing and not a single shot has- 
been fired against the batteries. 

About nine o'clock this morning the 
New York proceeded several miles closer 
to the shore. Not a breath of wind 
stirred the sett and the heat was terrible. 
Chaplain Reyee held regular Sunday ser- 
vice and the band rendered music, play- 
ing, among other sacred airs, "Onward 
Christian Soldiers." 

RULES FOR BRITISH TORTS. ' 
London, April 25.-— Officials of the Brit- 
ish foreign office expect that the Gazette 
will publish this evening a formal notice 
governing the stay of warships of tin? 
belligerents, Spain and the United 
States, in British ports. The colonial 
authorities have already been notified 
that the order is about to be published. 

Ottawa, April 25. — To-day an extra of 
the Canada Gazette will be issued con- 
taining a proclamation signed by the. 
Governor-General from the colonial ollice 
as to the conduct of Her Majesty's sub- 
jects in the present war and the- laws of 
neutrality. Besides the ordinary illegal' 
enlistment act prohibiting British sub- 
jects from enlisting on the side of either- 
Spain or the United States, the follow- 
ing special ru'es are transmitted: 

"(a.) No ships of war of either bel- 
ligerents may use British waters as a 
place of resort for warlike purposes or 
equipment, or may leave British waters 
until 24 hours after a ship of the other 
belligerent. 

"(b.) Every ship of war shall be re- 
quired to put to sea within 24 hours; 
after entrance, except in event of stress: 
of weather or time necessary for re- 
repairs or for provisions, in which cases- 
such vessels must leave ns soon as pos- 
sible, and certainly within 24 hours of 
the completion of repairs." 

Rule "B" is subject to rule "A," and 
time mny be extended accordingly. No- 
supplies will bo allowed b'cyohd subsist- 
once for the crew for immediate use. and 
coal beyond what, will take her to the 
nearest port of her own country, or near- 
est destination. No coal is to be supplied 
to the same ship in any British port 
within three months. No prizes are to be/ 
brought to any British waters. If a ship 
of either of the belligerents takes in 
coal in Canada, under the rules of the 
government of such colony, she must re- 
port by telegraph, in Order that, the Brit- 
ish government may notify other ports. 
If tiny exceptional or doubtful ease arises 
under (he rules, the Canndian goveru-

RICH PRIZES TAKEN,

of the Spanish freighting steamer 
Pedro and the incidents attending on the 
squadron's appearance before Havana, 
already reported briefly in these dis- 
patches, form an intensely interesting 
initial chapter of the history of the war. 
About 4:30 p.m. yesterday, when Ha- 
vana was fifteen miles distant, the 
squadron was signalled into battle form- 
ation ot double column the New York 
leading the battleships and the Cincin- 
nati leading the cruisers and gunboats. 
Just as the evolution was completed, 
the following signal was posted on the 
flagship: "Disregard movements of com- 
mander-in-chief." Simultaneously Capt. 
Ghadwick sent Chief Engineer McCou- 
nell this message: "Get up all the steam 
you can; a steamer has been sighted and 
the admiral wishes to capture her." A 
few moments later smoke was pouring 
from all three of the New York's fun- 
nels and she stood away to the south- 
east. 

The squadron, led by the Iowa, con- 
tinued on its course, heading in a south- 
westerly direction. The New York was 
soon tearing through the water at a 
rapidly increasing speed and was fast 
leaving the squadron in her rear. 

Away in the distance, close under the 
mist-covered hills of Cuba, midway be- 
tween Havana and Matanzns, could be 
seen the outlines of a large steamer, 
heading to the eastward. Then the old 
cry of "A chase," echoed fore and aft 
and the oflicers and crew of the New 
York gathered on her deck eagerly 
watching the flagship churn through the 
blue waters foaming white at her stern 
until she was making IS knots. The 
New York gained rapidly on the stranger 
until to the great delight of all on board 
the cruiser, it was evident she could 
cut off the stranger from escape. The 
crew of the New York by this time were 
at their stations and the guns were 
loaded and trained. When the Spanish 
Hag was seen flying at the stranger's 
stem a cry of delight went up from the 
blue jackets on board the New York. 

It was evident that the Spaniard was 
doing her best to get away from the 
cruiser and was heading in nearer and 
nearer to the const, hoping to find safety 
in shallow water where the warship 
could not dare to follow her. 

CAPTURE OP THE PEDRO. 

When the Spaniard .was about three 
miles from the shore at about a mile 
from the New York an eight inch gun 
from the cruiser's forward turret sud- 
denly belched out a stream of lire, ac- 
companied by a crashing report. It was 
only meant as a warning shot; but the 
projectile went richoehetine over the 
water in dangerous proximity to tbe flee- 
ing merchantman. The echo of the re- 
port had hardly died away among Cuba's 
hills when the Spaniard hove to. About 
ten minutes later the New York was near 
her. In the distance a few lonely look- 
ing houses could be seen perching on a 
while looking beach. 

A prize crew commanded by Lieut. E. 
E. Capehart and composed of Assistant 
Engineer Neal, four marines and a 
boat's crew, all well armed, were lower- 
ed over the side of the cruiser, amid ex- 
ultant cheers from their comrades on 
board the New York. They pulled over 
to the Spaniard, which proved to be the 
Pedro, of Bilbao, an excellent prize. 

Scarcely had the prize crew left the 
Nevr York for their new command bef6ro 
a blank shot was tired from a forward 
four inch gun of the New York: This 
was a signal for a steamer to the west- 
ward to stop. The latter was scurrying 
away, fast as the wind and water would 
let her. Once more the New York cut 
the dark water, churning it into foam at 
her stern, and once more her four en- 
gines throbbed as if impelled by the 
excitement of the chase. Then again 
the four inch gun bellowed out its note 
of warning, this time hurling across the 
water a steel projectile as emphasis to 
the order to heave to. The second 
strange steamer came to a standstill and 
was boarded, but great was the disap- 
pointment on board the New York when 
it was found that she was flying the Ger- 
man flag. Ensign O. H. Brumby, who 
boarded the German, reported that she 
was a tramp steamer, the Remus, Capt.

Dauntless, which arrived at midnight 

The Dauntless reports that the fleet 
has been divided. The Nashville and 
the Machias or Castine sailed west at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, while the 
Amphitrite, the Puritan and Cincinnati 
and the Castine or Machias sailed east 
later. The rest of the fleet at 3:30 this 
afternoon was blockading Havana which 
is distant ten miles to the southward. 

Still another prize was brought in here 
this morning by the United States gun- 
boat Helena, Commander W. T. Swin- 
burn. She turned out to be the Spanish 
steamer Miquel Jover, bound from New 
Orleans for Barcelona, with n cargo 
amounting to about two thousand tons 
of cotton and staves. She has a crew of 
52 men and the prize is estimated to be 
worth S-100,000. Her cargo nlone is 
worth $150,000. She belonged to the 
Piulllo line, of Barcelona. The Helena 
did not sail with the fleet on Friday, but 
remained here until yesterday while she 
steamed out to sea. When she was 
cruising about 150 miles in a southwest- 
erly direction, the Jover, steering in a 
southeasterly course, hove in sight early 
this morning. The Helena fired a blank 
shot and the Spanish boat instantly, 
hove to. The gunboat then put a prize 
crew of twelve marines, one engineer 
and sixteen blue jackets on board the 
Jover, under the command of Ensign 
McLollan, who had with him Ensigns 
Davis and McPnrland. The gunboat 
convoyed the prize into port. The Jover 
was hound from New Orleans for Bar- 
celona, via Havana. 

According to the Bureau Veritas, the 
Miquel Jover is a Spanish steamer 
which sailed from New Orleans on April 
22 for Barcelona. She was formerly the 
Port Denison, is bark rigged, of 2,554 
tons net register, and was built at New- 
casltc, England, in 1877. She is 370 
feet long, has 42 feet beam, and is 20 
feet inches deep. 

The Associated Press boat Dauntl 

arrived in this harbor yesterday before 
midnight, having in tow the iirs't sailing 
vessel prize of the campaign, the schoon- 
er Mnthijde, of Havana, sixty tons, 
loaded with rum. 

Mobile, April 24. — A special from Bi- 
loxi, Miss., says: "The revenue cutter 
Monona from Mobile captured the Span 
ish steamer Satwinina at Ship Island, 
Miss., at one o'clock to-day, but will 
liikely have to remain in quarantine 
with the prize until the time of quarun 
tine is out, to-morrow or next day. 

New York, April 24.— A special from 
Key West says: The United States 
gunboat Wilmington brought in tin 
Spanish schooner Candida with a deck- 
load of charcoal intended for Havana, 
where it is very valuable for fuel 

The Antoine, a sugar schooner, was 
sent to Key West with a prize crew of 
four men under Naval Cadet Duboise. 



Key West, Pla., April 24, (5:50 p.m.) 
—Ensign Christy, with a crew of sixteen 
from the cruiser Detroit and four from 
the flagship brought into port this after 
noon the ' captured Spanish steamer 
Catalina, Captain Fano, ,'5,:?91 tons, 
which left Cadiz March 7, and was 
bound from New Orleans for Barcelona, 
via Havana, for which latter port she 
was making when taken. The Catalina 
was captured about four o'clock this 
(Sunday) morning twelve miles from Ha 
vaua. She was taken by the cruiser 
Detroit. When the first shot was fired 
her captain made a desperate eirort to 
escape her pursuer and the chase was 
prolonged for eight miles. Finally ; 
solid shot brought her to. She is carry 
ing a cargo of six thousand bundles of 
staves. 

PRIVATEERING. 

London, April 25. — The Madrid cor 
respondent of the Daily Mail, telegraph 
ing Sunday says: "Spain adopts privu 
tcering in fact, but not in name. The 
reservation in the decree issued means 
very little, and what the cancellation of 
agreements with the United States means 
can well be appreciated, particularly by 
Americans remaining behind in Cuba 
and those who own property there. Five 
days are granted for American vessels 
to leave Spanish ports. 

"Urgent orders have been issued for 
the movement of various Spanish men- 
of-war, and vigorous action is antici 
paled. 

"Many French ship owners and not n 
few private Frenchmen have applied 
for letters of marque against the United 
States."

SPAIN TO THE TOWERS. 

London, April 25.— The Times this 
horning publishes Spain's memorandum 
to the powers dated April 18, and sign- 
ed by Senor Gulloni, the Spanish min- 
ister of foreign affairs. The memoran- 
dum begins by recording the "moral and 
material aid the Cuban rebels have re- 
ceived from the United States" in fili- 
bustering expeditions and the operations 
of the junta. It mentions Spain's re- 
peated and persistent denials to the al- 
legations of cruelty towards the Cubans 
and lays great stress upon President 
Cleveland's dispatch of October 17, 189(1, 
to the effect that peace would be possible 
if Spain gave n sufficient autonomy to 
Cuba. The memorandum contends that 
in the face of Ihe new liberal constitu- 
tion granted Cuba, "which has already 
borne fruit," it is difficult to see why 
President MeKinley in his message to 
General Woodford in December, 1S07 
still doubts Spain's loyalty. 

The document, then speaks ut some 
length of the Maine accident and asserts 
that the Americans under pretext of the 
cxtra-territoriality of the vessel never al- 
lowed Spanish authorities to visit the 
wreck for purposes of investigation, and 
it most solemnly asserts the absolute in- 
nocence of Spain's officials and of Spau- 

h subjects generally. 
Thi." fairness and loyalty of Spain are 
then shown by a reference to the cquit- 

ble treatment which American filibus- 
ters, more especially those of the Com- 
petitor, have received at the hands of 
Spain, and in order to show more fully 
how pacific and correct has been the at- 
titude of the Spanish government the 
memorandum enumerates the four 
clauses of the Spanish proposals. These 
a re : 

1. An offer to submit all questions 
arising from the Maine affair to arbitra- 
tion. 

2. An order to Governor Blanco to 
retire to the western provinces and ap- 
ply 3,000,000 pesetas for the relief of the 
agricultural population with an accept- 
ance by the Spanish government of re- 
lief of Cuban sufferers by the United 
States provided such relief were sent in 
merchant vessels. 

.">. The co-operation of the Cuban par- 
liament in formulating the extent of the 
powers to be reserved for the central 
governmen f. 

4. In view of the Cuban parliament 
not meeting before May the proclama- 
tion of an immediate armistice. 

AN ILLEGAL CAPTURE. 

Madrid, April 24.— El • Epocha (Con- 
servative) characterizes the capture of 
the Buenn Ventura as "an act of piracy 
befitting a nation which has carried on 
for three years filibustering against a 
friendly power," and says that Spain will 
appeal to the nations of Europe against 
the net, adding: "The rumored intention 
of the United States to supplement their 
inefficient blockade by means of sub- 
marine mines would be illegal." 

London, April 24.— It is announced in 
a dispatch from Madrid to the Evening 
News, dated Inst evening, that nt a 
cabinet council presided over by the 
Queen Regent, on Saturday, to consider 
the capture of the Beuna Ventura by the 
cruiser Nashville, it was decided to 
claim that the vessel was unlawfully 
captured, and the minister for foreign 
affairs. Senor Gllllom, was instructed 
to seek the support of representatives 
of the, foreign powers at Madrid. 

Madrid, April 24.— There was a slight 
demonstration here early this morning 
and again this evening, but they have 
been dispersed. The one subject of con- 
versation through the dny has been the 
capture of the Buenn Ventura prior to o 
formal declaration of hostilities or the 
lapse of the time limit in the American 
ultimatum. The papers describe it as 
an act of piracy. 

THE CITY OF PARIS. 

Madrid, April 24, (11 a.m.)— It is said 
that at the meeting of the cabinet just 
held, instructions were issued to effect 
the capture of the American liner City 
of Paris. 

The Imparcial prints n list of the Am- 
erican ships in the Mediterranean, 
pointing out that they would be easy 
prey for the Spanish war ships.

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Privateering May Be Adopted but 
Auxiliary (.'raisers Authorized 
at Present. 



Neutral Merchandise not Contra- 
band-Inviolate Even Under the 
Enemy's Flag. 



Madrid, April 2-1. — The following de- 
cree wus gazetted to-day: Diplomatic 
relations are broken between Spain and 
the United States and the state of war 
being begun between the two countries, 
numerous questions of international law 
arise, which must be precisely defined, 
chiefly because the injustice and provo- 
cation come from our adversaries and it 
is to they who, by their detestable eon- 
duot, have caused this grave conllict. 

The decree then says Spain maintains 
her right to have recourse to privateer- 
ing and announces that for the p.-eseat 
only auxiliary cruisers will be fitted out; 
all treaties with the United States are 
annulled, thirty days are given to Unit- 
ed States; ships to leave Spanish ports 
and the rules Spain will observe during 
the war are outlined in live clauses, cov- 
ering neutral Hags and goods, contraband 
of war, what, will be considered a block- 
ade, the right to search and what con- 
stitutes contraband of war, ending with 
saying foreign privateers will be re- 
garded as pirates. 

Continuing the decree reads: "We 
hive observed with the strictest fidelity 
the principles of international law and 
have shown the most scrupulous res- 
pect for morality and the right of gov- 
ernment. There is an opinion that the 
fact that we have not adhered to th 
declaration of Paris does not exempt us 
from the duty of respecting the princi 
pies therein enunciated, The principle 
Spain unquestionably refused to admit 
then was the abolition of privateering 
The government now considers it most 
indispensable to make absolute reserve 
on this point, in order to maintain our 
liberty of action and right to have re- 
course to privateering when we consider 
it expedient; first, by organizing im- 
mediately a force of cruisers auxiliary to 
the navy, which will be composed of ves 
sels of our mercantile marine, and with 
caual distinction in the work of our 
navy. 

Clause 1— The state of war existing 
between Spain and the United States an- 
nuls the treaty of pence and amity of 
October 27, 1705, and the protocol of 
January 32, 1877, and nil other agree 
ments, treaties or conventions in force 
between the two countries. 

Clause 2. — From the publication of 
these presents thirty days are granted 
to all ships of the United States an- 
chored in our harbors to take their de- 
parture free of hindrance. 

Clause .'i.— Notwithstanding that Spain 
has not adhered to the declaration of 
Paris, the government, respecting the 
principles of the law of nations, propo; 
to observe and hereby orders to be ob- 
served, the following regulations of 
maritime law: 

1. — Neutral llags cover the enemy's 
merchandise, except contraband of war. 

2. — Neutral . merchandise, except con- 
traband of war, is not seizable, under 
the enemy's Hag. 

3. --A blockade to be obligatory must 
be effective, viz: it must be maintained 
with sufficient force to prevent access 
to the enemy's littoral. 

4. — The Spanish government, uphold- 
ing its right to grant letters of marque, 
will at present confine itself to organiz- 
ing, w-ith the vessels of the mercantile 
marine, a force of auxiliary cruisers 
which will co-operate with the navy, act- 
ing according to the needs of the cam- 
paign, and will be under navy control. 

5. — In order to capture the enemy's 
ships and confiscate the enemy's mer- 
chandise and contraband nf war under 
whatever form, the auxiliary cruisers 
will exercise the right of search on the 
high seas and the waters under the 
enemy's jurisdiction, in accordance with 
international law and the regulations 
which will be published. 

0. — Defines what is included in contra- 
band of war, naming weapons, ammuni- 
tion, equipments, engines, and in gen- 
eral all the appliances used in war.

— Advices have been 
received from Manila, Philippine Is- 
lands, to the effect that when news was 
received there of the sailing of the Am- 
erican squadron from Hongkong an im- 
posing popular demonstration took place, 
all classes offering their property and 
lives in defence of the country. The en- 
thusiasm is described. as intense. 

Humors are being circulated that the 
Philippine filibusters are co-operating 
with the American squadron. 

SPANISH REPORTS. 

Madrid, April 21.— A cable dispatch 
has been received from Capt.-Genernl 
Klanco saying the United States squad- 
ron approached on Friday night within 
live miles of port and then disappeared 
in a northerly direction. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
cable south of Cuba, which the United 
States forces are credited with intend- 
ing to cut, belongs to a British company 

It is believed that the squadron ad- 
mirals 'at their meeting yesterday ap- 
proved of a plan of campaign against 
the United States. All information on 
the subject naturally is refused. 

The rush to change paper currency for 
silver has ceased, thus ending the mone- 
tary crisis. 

A high official asserts that the powers 
are still conferring with a result -which 
is expected to benefit Spain. 

'I'he tone of the Portuguese press is 
friendly to Spain and it is said demon- 
strations in favor of Spain have been 
made before several United States con- 
sulates. 

Madrid, April 24, (Midnight)— An olllc- 
ial dispatch from- Havana dated Satur- 
day says: "The Italian man-of-war Gio- 
vanni Bnusan has entered the port and 
been received with an ovation. Throe 
suspected steamers show themselves at 
nightfall." 

Many rumors are afloat as to captures 
on both sides. The papers warn the 
populace not to be elated or depressed In- 
such statements, insisting that many of 
them originate on foreign bourses* for 
gambling purposes. Probably the fact 
tluU the cabinet council was held in the 
morning instead of this afternoon as 
had been arranged, means that news 
has been, received necessitating prompt 
action, but nothing has been divulged to 
the public. 

TREASURE FROM HAVANA. 

New York, April 2-1— The steamer Citv 
of Washington, from Havana, arrived 
here to-day, bringing 05 passengers, two- 
thirds of them women and children. She 
was the last vessel to leave Havana be- 
fore the United States fleet established 
the blockade, having departed last Wed- 
nesday. She brought 1,1)50,000 francs 
of French gold and a general cargo. 
MINOR INCIDENTS. 

Five warships belonging to the United 
States squadron, accompanied by two 
store ships, have left Hongkong ' under 
sealed orders. The United States cruis- 
ers Olympia and Baltimore will await 
the arival of the United States consul, 
Pi, F> Williams, from Manila and 
mil follow the tleet. 

The Foreign Enlistment act has been 
proclaimed. 

The governor of Hongkong has issued 
a neutrality proclamation as to the 
United States and Spain. It is similar 
In terms to those already proclaimed by 
Jamaica and Newfoundland. 

'I'he American line steamship New 
lork has arrived at New York She 
brought neither passengers, mails, nor 
cargo The vessel left Southampton on 
April lb, and experienced heavy weath- 
er throughout an otherwise uneventful 
voyage. 

The London newspapers issued wnr 
extras all day Sunday but with little 
news in them beyond the since disputed 
statement that Morro Castle guns had 
opened Ore upon the United Slaves fleet. 

the French society for the assistance 
of wounded soldiers has donated $10,000 
and has opened a subscription for the 
purpose of aiding the American nnd 
Spanish red cross societies. 

The old Spanish iron-clad Numancia, 
which lias been under repairs at Toulon 
franco, for months past, left on Satur- 
day for Barcelona under sealed orders. 
Her repairs not being completed she was 
lowed by the Spanish steamer Cabonao 
from Marseilles, starting in the darkness 
in order to escape observation.

THE FEEET OFF HAVANA. 

Excitement on Flagship in Belief That 
Castle Guns Were Opening Fire. 

On board the Flagship, ofT Havana, 
April 2::. (2 a.m.)— Morro Castle opened 
fire on the flagship squadron of the Unit- 
ed States at 11 o'clock last night. About 
ten shots were sent in the direction of 
the American ships but none of them 
took effect, and no shots were fired in 
ret urn. 

The Spaniards had evidently seen the 
lights of the New York while the hitter 
was signalling to a ship of the squadron. 
The tiring was reported by the ollleer 
of the deck, Ensign R. Edie, to Capt. 
Chndwick, who was asleep at (he time. 

The young officer asked the captain, in 
somewhat excited .tones, whether the 
New York hadn't better discontinue sig- 
nalling. "No," muttered Capt. Chnd- 
wiek, with the utmost coolness, '•there 
is no necessity for stopping the signals; 
o ahead." A little later Onpt. Chadwick 
was on the forward bridge from whence 
he watched the tongues of Qame shoot 
up from Morro Castle. He glanced in 
the direction of the Spanish fortifica- 
tions for a few seconds and then turned 
his back on them, and went back to his 
bed perfectly certain that the Spaniards 
could do no damage at: five miles, which 
was then the approximate distance of 
the flagship from Morro Castle. There 
was no excitement on board the flagship 
during the Morro Castle's slight attempt 
at gunnery. The discipline was really 
splendid. In fact at this hour many 
people on board the flagship do not know 
that Spain's first guns of the war have 
been fired, and that the New York was 
their target. 

Mono Castle light, which was burning 
all the evening, was put out at midnight. 
The Spaniards evidently realized, al- 
though rather late, that the sole use 
of Morro light up to (hat: lime had been 
to serve as a guide for the licet of the 
United States. 

NO FIRING.

If these efforts suc- 
ceed we may bid farewell to a road from 
a British Columbia port. Everything de- 
pends upon the action of the British Co- 
lumbia legislature. If a contract is 
made at once tor n line from the Coast 
to Toslin lake the other projects will fail 
in receive support from the Dominion 
government; but if there is much more 
delay they will get the start and it wi'l 
then be everlastingly too late for this 
province to secure the northern trade. 
A golden opportunity is at hand. It 
ought not to pass unimproved. 

FARMS US' BANKS. 



The Montreal Gazette deals very sar- 
castically with the "cheap money" bill 
introduced into the provincial legislature 
by the government, but succeeds in 
.showing either that it is very imperfectly 
informed as to the principles of the 
n, ensure, or inexcusably ignorant of a 
system of finance, well known and siio- 

• cesst'ully employed on the Continent of 
Europe. The synopsis of the bill tele- 
graphed East would give a very inade- 
quate idea of its full scope, but a paper 
claiming a standing as a financial jour- 
nal, is scarcely excusable in calling it 
"an original way of getting credit," be- 
cause the principles underlying the agri- 
cultural credit associations and the ag- 
ricultural and village banks of Europe, 
which as a means of getting credit with- 
out any government guarantee, have 
been phenomenally successful. When, 
therefore, associations have the credit of 
the government at their back, "the ex- 
perience of the association bond sellers" 
with the first business man they ap- 
proach to borrow money "might be 
worth chronicling a -1 11 lesson iu finance," 
as the Gazette observes, and one which 
in all probability it might be desirable 
that the Gazette should learn. There ap- 
pear to be things in the philosophy of 
finance that the Gazette has never heard 
id', but they exist i-i the broad light of 
day, just the same, and our contempo- 
rary, if it keeps its eyes open, will have 
:\u opportunity of observing them at 
closer range than Europe. 

The Gazette makes the singular error 
•vf supposing that a bill of this nature, 
pledging the credit of the government, 
could be introduced by a private mem- 
ber, a strange blunder for so well-infonn- 

• cd -li journal to make. But if we admit 
ulNat- our contemporary's ignorance on 
this point is excusable, what shall we 
say of a paper that attempts to speak 
authoritatively on finance and yet ap- 
parently is utterly in the dark about 
such developments in credit systems as 
the "Schulze-Delitzct" and "Raiffeisein" 
systems of Germany or the "Banche 
Populari" or "Casse Rurali" of Italy. 
Our contemporary is apparently unaware 
of the extension of these systems to 
France and Switzerland or of the estab- 
lishment of agricultural and village 
banks iu Great Britain. These are for 
I be most, part commercial enterprises 
without government guarantee, but the 
principle of them all is co-operative 
credit. Government guarantee is needed 
here 10 secure a low rate of interest. 



I here is not quite so strong a feeling 
on the subject. Common sense teaches 
that if, in the process of time the Senate 
should become as strongly Liberal as it 
is now Conservative, the Conservative 
party would probably have occasion to 
feel ns bitterly towards it as the Liberals 
do. As a pavty hui>ing to gain control of 
the Dominion at a future day, tin; Con- 
servatives cannot afford to regard great: 
issues from the standpoint of temporary 
success. They must do&l with them up- 
on their merits. The question involved 
in the retention of the Senate as at 
present constituted may be broadly 
slated thus: 

Is it in the interest of Canada that 
one of the parliamentary chambers shall 
have a political complexion and not be 
air enable to the popular vote'.' 

Wo think that ninety-nine out: of :i 
hundred voters will answer this question 
in the negative. At present (he Semite 
is largely Conservative. It is Conserva- 
tive because most: of its members were 
appointed by a Conservative ministry 
and did not leave their partisanship 
outside of the Senate chamber. If the 
Liberals remain in power during this 
and the next parliament, the Senate is 
likely to .become Liberal for the same 
reason. Bat the actual political com- 
plexion of (he chamber is immaterial. 
The evil lies in the fact that it is a body 
amenable lo the control of a party 
leader and irresponsible to the people. 
In the first years of Confederal ion, the 
Senators represented the provinces; now 
they represent *be party to which they 
owe their appointment, 

Yet, as we have already said, these 
considerations do not settle the matter. 
It is one thing to answer the above 
question and quite another to say what 
ought to bo done in view of that nega- 
tive answer. Are all those, who are pre- 
pared to say that the Senate is not. pro- 
perly constituted, prepared to vote for its 
abolition? This leads us to consider if 
the interests of the Dominion would be 
safe if parliament consisted of only a sin- 
gle elective chamber. 

History throws some light on this 
point, that is not: the history of other 
countries, hut of our own. We agree 
with the Globe that' there is not much 
use in going to other nations for argu- 
ments on this point, and we remind our 
contemporary that' we do not need tn 
look far afield for illustrations. Ever 
since confederation Ontario has been 
governed by a single chamber and so 
have Manitoba and British Columbia 
ever since their admission to the Union. 
Xew Brunswick has had seven years' 
experience of the single-chamber system, 
In none of these provinces has the sug- 
gestion been made to establish a second 
chamber. lie ice we may conclude that 
so far as the provinces are concerned, 
single legislative chambers are quite suf- 
ficient for all purposes. 

We have had nearly thirty-one years' 
experience of confederation. Out of this 
period the Conservatives were in power 
twenty-three years. We recall only two 
cases in which the Senate ever threw out 
legislation introduced in the House of 
Commons by the Conservative ministry, 
or altered or amended it in any radical 
way. The paucity of such cases war- 
rant the statement that under Con- 
servative rule, Canada has had sub- 
stantially only one legislative chamber. 
Some may Hay that this absence of Sen- 
atorial interference with government 
measures is due to the general excellence 
of the Conservative policy; but. such an 
argument will have no weight with sen- 
sible men. We think it may be said with 
perfect trath that during the whole of 
the period Of Confederation until 1,N!)7, 
the Senate has given very little evidence 
that its existence was a safeguard to 
provincial rights, which was tin? original 
reason given for its creation, of a pro- 
tection against hasty legislation, which 
has been the excuse for its continuance. 
We do not think that, if we were fram- 
ing the scheme of Confederation anew, 
and had the experience of the last thirty 
years as a guide, any one would think it 
necessary to create such a chamber as 
the Senate.

WANTS ONE-THIRD. 

Action' Arising out of the Sale of the 
Chemainus Mills. 

An action has been commenced in the 
Supreme court by Mr. F. (}. Richards 
against Mr. D. Carniody for a share of 
the commission for the same of 100,000 
acres of timber limits on Vancouver Is- 
land, and the Chemainus mills. Ac- 
cording to the statement of the plaintiff 
Messrs. Richards and Chase secured 
an option on the property in 1888 and 
were offering it: for sale at a figure from 
which their profit would amount to .<r>0,- 
000. Mr. Carniody came along in search 
of timber for an eastern company and 
Messrs. Richards and Chase offered to 
give him one-third of the profits if he 
affected a sale of the property on which 
they had an option. The option expired 
before a sale could be affected and then 
Richards, Chase and Carniody secured 
a second option. This also expired, but 
shortly afterwards Mr. Clover, repre- 
senting a St. Paul company, bought the) 
100,000 acres of timber limits direct 
from the E. & X. Railway Co. at $5 an 
acre and the Chemainus mills for $100,-

MONDAY, April 25. 
The session of the legislature this uf 
ternoon was rather livelier than usual 
but was not productive of much practical 
result. At the commencement the op 
position members were very inquisitive, 
and shortly afterwards when the house 
went into committee to consider the Re- 
distribution bill, they exhibited an in- 
clination to tear that measure to pieces. 
Owing to their determination in this 
direction onl ythe first clause of the hill, 
which gives it its name, was passed by 
six o'clock the committee then rising to 
report progress and ask leave to sit 
again. 

The house opened at two o'clock. 

Mr. McGregor presented a petition 
from 300 citizens of bis constituency, 
praying the government to take into con- 
sideration during the present session tin; 
construction of a railway from Ulenora 
to Tesiln lake, to connect with same 
British Olumbia seaport. The petition 
set forth the necessity of the proposed 
road, and urged immediate action. 

Mr. Semlin, on a point of order, ob- 
jected to the reception of the petition. 
l(e observed that It had been very care- 
fully worded, but it nevertheless con- 
templated an expenditure of public 
funds. 

This was denied by Mr. McGregor, 
who stated that no reference to an ex- 
penditure was made, the petition simply 
asking that consideration be given to 
such an enterprise as that dealt with.. 

The petition was received and ordered 
to be printed. 

NEW BILLS CONSIDERED. 

The following bills were introduced and 
received their first reading:

Mr. Semlin was afraid the ruling of 
the chair restricted the liberties of the 
members of the house and the interests 
of the people as well. 

The Chair was sustained on a vote of 
1G to 11. 

The report on the bill was then adopt- 
ed, and the measure received its third 
reading. 

On the resumption of committee on the 
Mineral Act Amendment bill, 

Mr. Braden again brought forward his 
amendment, with the same result. 

Other amendments being presented for 
consederation, the committee rose re- 
porting, and were authorized to sit again. 
REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 
The house then went into committee, 
with Mr. McGregor as chairman, on the 
Redistribution hill. Messrs, Kennedy 
and Sword having declined to net in 
that capacity! the member for Comox 
rose to a question of privilege. 

Mr. Hunter commented on the fact 
that two members of the house bad re- 
fused to take the 'chair when called up- 
on by Mr. Speaker. This, he considered, 
not only discourteous to the Speaker, 
but to the house. 

Mr. Williams said that with all due 
respect to the Speaker, it was discour- 
teous of him to ask a member on the 
■opposition side of the house to fill the 
chair. 

Mr. Kellie moved that the first sec- 
tion of the bill, which gives it its name, 
stand over. 

Mr. Sword moved in amendment that 
instead of being called the Redistribu- 
tion hill, the measure he called the Ger- 
rymandering act. 

Mr. Semlin asked for a definition of 
gerrymandering.

Mr. Forster read copies of resolutions 
passed at meetings of the electors of 
Greenwood and Boundary Creek on 
Tuesday, the lilth inst.. wherein the bill 
was severely denounced as an "infam- 
ous gerrymander." 

Hon. Col. Baker remarked that he 
would like to put the members of the 
opposition on oath, to ascertain which 
one of them had sent the resolutions up 
to these meetings to be passed. There 
was a ring about them that was decid- 
edly familiar. 

Mr. Semlin said that so far as he knew, 
the resolutions emanated from the peo- 
ple of the places where the meetings had 
been held. A similar resolution had been 
passed at Revclstoke and a* other 
places, and had the government given the 
opposition time on the Redistribution 
bill no doubt protests would have come 
in from all sections of the province. The 
government had, however, figured wisely 
on the time in which the constituencies 
could be heari from, and had rushed on 
the second reading of the bill. 

The amendment was defeated by a 
r.dc of 17 to 12. 

Mr. Kellie them moved an amendment 
to have the measure called "The Politi- 
cal Monstrosity Act."

Cost Thereof'. 



Broad Street Property Owners De- 
cide Against Permanent 
Pavement. 



Blocks However Will Be Laid on 
Fort Street Between Govern- 
ment and Douglas. 



At last evening's meeting of the city 
council the city engineer submitted a re- 
port on the work necessary to complete 
the water works and the cost thereof. 
The report, which was laid on the table 
for further consideration, follows: 

Victoria, B.C., April 23, 1SU8. 
To Ills Worship the Mayor: 

Sir:— I have the honor to submit for your 
consideration the following report relative 
to the works lor lilt ration purposes at 
Henver lake. In the City Kngiaecrss re- 
port contained In annual report of the Cor- 
poration of lac -City of \ Ictorla for rhe 
year 1NU7 will he found a brief description 
nt the progress of the works from the time 
tin- contract was let until they were taken 
over by the city, also a synopsis of the 
work performed by the city up to Decem- 
ber til, lS'.i", for the purpose of placing 
them in a usable condition, 

At tin.' present time all the work con- 
templated to be done to the 'filter beds has 
been performed with the exception of re- 
placing a portion of tin: Bltrlag material 
m the east half of the centre Biter bed, 
which work It Is expected will be com- 
pleted about the end of tin' present month. 
Water was turned Into tin' west niter bed 
several days ago, and the quality of tic- 
water now running off demonstrates the 
fact that the lilt ring material accomplishes 
the purpose for which it Is Intended to the 
fullest extent. 

Before altered water can be used by the 
city in as pari' a condition as that in which 
It leaves the Biter beds, it will be neces- 
sary to have the sides of the reservoir 
lined and a roof placed over It, otherwise 
the clay nature of tho soil of which the 
slopes are formed will discolor the water, 
and exposure to the sua will materially 
injure its quality. 

The estimated cost of concreting the 
slopes of the reservoir ami roofing It over 
are us follows, viz.; 

Facing slopes with concrete $ iO.000 

Hoofing reservoir ;!,(KH) 

Total for facing slopes anil roof- 
lug reservoir ? 13,000 

in addition to the work above referred to. 
provision should be made for puddle and

Additional waste wier capacity should also 
be provided' in order to prevent the danger 
of the main dam being overflowed, and the 
lilt ring material damaged In the event of 
an unusual freshet.

AM MacCregor promised to introduce 
nn amendment to the by-law dealing 
with the matter complained of. 

Aid. McCandless and Wilson said they 
would vote as I hey did last year, to keep 
the machines oil the streets. 

Mr. F ranch will • be informed that the 
matter will be attended to. 

Messrs. A. W. More & Co. complained 
of u box drain on Superior street, and the 
accumulation of sewage on city lots on 
that street. The writer will be informed 
that an effort is being made to abate the 
nuisance. 

Rebecca Baker protested against the 
local improvement bydaw to provide for 
the laying of permanent pavement on 
Fort, street. 

The protest was too late to be affixed 
to the regular petition opposing the work 
on Fort street, but even bad it been* it 
would not have affected the result, more 
than the required majority having |>eti- 
tioned in favor of the work. 

The city assessor reported on the qual- 
ifications of those property owners who 
bad petitioned against, permanent pa ce- 
ment being 'aid on Broad street under 
the local impoveinent by-law . Se>"en- 
teen owners, representing property val- 
ued at $311,040, signed the potiti'in, 
while five owners representing property 
valued at $05,500 did not sign. This de- 
feats the proposed by-law as far as 
Broad street is concerned, and the peti- 
tion was received and filed, 

A similar report from the same official 




was received in respect to it petition op- 
posing the proposed Fort: street pave- 
ment by-ln iv. This petition was signed 
by eleven property owners, ropi'osenti.ig 
!j<l'70;840; and was not signed by eloven 
property owners, represent Lug $280,000, 
so that, the improvements can be carried 
out on Fort street. 

Chief De.isy submitted a by-law to re- 
gulate the carriage and storage of ex- 
plosives, the present by-law being un- 
suitable to the times. Referred to the 
firewardens. 

The residents of Johnson street be- 
tween Douglas and Blancluird, asked 
that that street be repaired. Referred 
to the streets committee. 

Tenders for gravid were referred to the 
streets committee and city engineer. 

The streets committee ' recommended 
that the city engineer be requested to re- 
port on the cost, ol grading Tohnie ave- 
nue; that Ellis street be graded at a cost 
of *."!.">.">; that a box drain be laid oil Oak 
Bay avenue to cost #40, nud that the 
engineer report Oil the cost of grading 
Predcrlck and Esquimau streets, Vic- 
toria West. Adopted. 

A motion for the destruction of mi al- 
leged unsanitary building known as 55 
Fisgard street, ami owned by Mr. Joshua 
Davies, was laid over, the Mayor an- 
nouncing that according to a recent or- 
der of the Supreme court an Inquiry 
would have to be held with the owner 
present. The inquiry will he held at .11 
a. in., on Friday. 

Aid. Williams moved his resolution to 
instruct the legislative committee to se- 
cure the insertion in the Municipal act 
of a clause gi.dng the council power to 
decrease the size of the city. 

The Mayor pointed out that it. would 
be difficult ro secure the consent of the 
bondholders who bad loaned their money 
on the city as it now stands. 

Aid. Williams contended that the pro- 
perty within the old limits was sufficient 
security for the money "borrowed. Most 
n!' the money was borrowed before the 
limits were extended, and since consid- 
erable bad been paid. 

Aid. Wilson opposed the motion on 
tin; ground that considerable work had 
been done in the outskirts which the 
city would lose, while Aid. Humphrey 

objected because the city would have to 
pay (hd)ts contracted for improvements 
in the outskirts. 

Other ahle.-inen bad no objection ir, 
obtaining the power to reduce the limits, 
but they held out no hope that it would 
be carried out. The motion was carried. 

The sewers rental by-law was recon- 
sidered and finally passed, and the coun- 
cil adjourne 1.

THE NINGCHpW'S TRIP. 

Big Local Craft Achieves Popularity 
AVith Her Australian and Other 
Passengers. 

The big steamer Ningchow completed 
another fast and successful Northern 
trip on Sunday hist, arriving in the early 
evening with 05 passengers, of whom 30 
were bound for Seattle. It v-as on the 
Ningchow's up voyage that several of 
her passengers fell into the clutches of 
the sure-thing men at Wrungel with 
great loss of coin but profit in experience. 
Particulars of poor Smith's ease have al- 
ready been published, while other in- 
stances of, the ingenuity shown by the 
systematic robbers now infesting the Sti- 
kine town are too numerous to recoil it. 
According to the Ningchow, two more 
bodies have recently been take:: out of 
the Ollilcoot avalanche debris, one of 
them as yet unidentified and the other 
being that of Cummlng's partner who 
was suffocated. These recoveries brings 
the total of -e-jovered corpses up to 
while it is generally believed that from 
ten to fifteen are as yet under the mass 
of snow and ice. The Ningchow on her 
just completed trip had the honor of be- 
ing the first Canadian vessel permitted 
to leave Mary Island without an Amer- 
ican customs officer, the olllcials deeming 
such surveillance in her case unneces- 
sary.

NEW GOLD FINDS. 

Shoryt ('reek on the Dalton Trail At- 
tracts Attention— Hey ward. 
All Bight: 

The NingellOW brought, as a passenger 
from Dyea Mr. Carl Snbird, a corres- 
pondent' for a Copenhagen paper. He 
came out over the Dalton trail and re- 
ports that, about 50 miles from Pulton's 
I'ost some rich finds have been made 011 
what is now known as Shorty creek, so 
called from the nickname of the discov- 
erer. Fourteen claims had been staked 
off and as high as $40 to the pan was 
found. Mr. Stlbird has one of the pros- 
pects and John W. Heyward, the Lon- 
don Daily Mail correspondent, has also 
a claim. Mr. Heyward, it will be re- 
membered, was reported some time ago 
as having failed to make his way in over 
tlu- Dalton trail and to be lying badly 
disabled from frost bites in a cabin. Mr. 
Stlbird brings the following letter from 
Mr. Heyward which seems to give a 
contradiction to the story. It reads: 

"Mr. John W. Heyward has returned 
from Hoochin, 250 miles ori the Dalton 
trail, in excellent health and beyond a 
few minor frost bites has suffered no in- 
convenience from the trip. He is now 
busily engaged in preparing an article 
on bis recent experiences which will no 
dc-uht contain much that is of interest. 
He also intends to go up both the Skagr 
way and Dyea trails as far as the lakes, 
so as to he able to compare them with 
the Chilcat pass. He unfortunately lost 
al! his dogs nearly at the starting point 
and being unable, at the time, to replace 
them, could not make such rapid pro- 
gross as he anticipated, or to carry 
enough food to enable him to make the 
journey to Dawson." 

Mr. Stlbird says that the snow is deep 
and travelling very difficult on the Dal- 
ton trail just now. A large number of 
men are going in from Haines' Mission 
and Pyramid Harbor to the new finds on 
Shorty creek.

Vancouver, April 25— An item appear- 
ed in Saturday's Colonist concerning a 
'man found dead on the McKory ranch, 
four miles from Vancouver, supposed to 
he from accident. Since then wounds 
covered by hair have proved in post mor- 
tem examination to be bullet wounds, 
and it is undoubtedly a case of murder, 
probably cold blooded and premeditated. 
An ugly wound on the forehead would 
indicate that the deceased was first 
knocked down, then three bullets fired 
into his head. Two were flattened on the 
skull but the third penetrated the brain. 
Constables Lester, Campbell and Mar- 
quette are working 011 the ease. The 
murdered man bought some poison at 
a drug store in Vancouver and signed 
his name, J. Bray. This is all the 
clue so far obtained to the' deceased's 
identity. The murder was committed 
on the same spot where McBory was 
murdered by an Indian three years ago. 
Henry 'Mole discovered the body. He 
was moving out there on Friday and 
looking for a pitchfork hie shoved open 
the door of the hut which had been prop- 
ped shut by a stick on tin.' inside. De- 
ceased was" dressed respectably, and Dr. 
Poole, who made the post morten exam- 
ination, gave it as his opinion that Bray 
was murdered, and a bullet wound above 
the nose was the one that caused his 
death. The deceased's face was eaten 
by rats, so that he had been dead for 
Some time. Chief Constable Lester said 
tin) bruise 011 the forehead was due to 
a fall. He was evidently lying down 
when shot. Undertaker J. P. Ilanna 
gave evidence that he found two hand- 
kerchiefs marked Bray. 

The deceased's pocket book was empty 
with the exception of two small coins. 
His pockets seemed to have been dis- 
arranged. The murdered man seems to 
hftve been well-to-do. His hands were 
white and tinmatked by manual labor. 
He was well dressed, weighed 1G5 lbs.,' 
height 5 feet I) inches, slightly built, 
with dark short beard, and long Bandy 
moustache.

London, April 24.— The morning news- 
papers say that Mr. Gladstone is sink- 
ing fast. A change for the worse was 
observed last night and' Sir Thomas 
Smith, surgeon extraordinary to the 
Queen, was hastily summoned to Hinvur- 
dcn. It is considered significant that no 
bulletin was issued from Hawardcn up 
to noon and that Mr. Gladstone's family 
have been summoned. 

Reports that the death of Mr. Glad- 
stone is imminent are circulating to- 
night. Dra. Dobie and Bliss went to 
Hawardea this morning and consulted 
with Drs. Habershon and Smith. The 
following bulletin was issued to-day at 
5 p.m.: "Mr. Gladstone's condition is 
one of increasing weakness, though he is 
more free from pain." 

London, April 25.— The -Daily Chroni- 
cle this morning says the rumor that 
Mr. Gladstone has not spoken in two 
days is without foundation. On the con- 
trary, the paper says, he spends much 
of his time in conversation with mem- 
liers of his family and yesterday (Sun- 
day) talked quite cheerfully with bis 
medical advisers.

PBOM TIIE STIKINE. 

The River Almost Clear of Ice— Herd of 
Cattle Returned to Victoria— The 
Big Expedites. 

The Amur arrived down from Wrau- 
gel yesterday. Among her passengers 
was Captain Nickerson, who reports 
that the ice has almost all gone from 
tho Stikine. £here is a stretch from ten 
to fifteen miles long, beginning about 
thirty miles up tho river, and wdien this 
moves out there will be clear water :i!I 
tho way up. The river is low and only 
the lightest draft steamers can make- 
the trip until hot sunshine or rain brings 
up the water. He expects that naviga- 
tion will begin in a week and that there- 
will be abundance of water for any at 
the steamers in two weeks. 

When last heard from A.' J. McLen- 
nan of the Klondike Mining, Trading; 
and Transport Corporation, had crossed 
the summit with his party anil was well 
011 his way t q Tcalin Lake. Some of the- 
Mackenzie-Mann expedition were at 
Gleiiora, but it was said that they hail 
lost their tools. Some of the horses 
were on the banks of the river a consid- 
erable distance below Gleiiora and werc- 
reporfed very short of feed. There are- 
a number oi' parties along the river 
wailing for the first steamer. 

Great complaints are made at Wrnn- 
gel in regard to the rates asked on 
freight, up tho river. The figure is $45 
a ton and in consequence a great num- 
ber of persons are building their owro 
boats, intending to make the trip up oil' 
their own account. 

The Amur brought 2S passengers, only 
one of whom had been into the interior- 
of the country, and that one only far- 
enough to low almost everything he baa' 
including one of the best outfits that 
has been "taken north. He refused' tOi 
divulge his na.ie, but damned the court- 
try and those who sent him there. Piiiil- 
ing the country too rough for hifn, Iw 
disposed of ' lis outfit as best, he could' 
and reached tide water with barely 
enough to pay his fare to Victoria. The" 
other passengers were from the northern 
cities, and included Messrs. Howe ami 
McMillan, who brought back sixty head 
of cattle. They had intended to take the- 
cattle to Lake Bennett, having been tol«1 ; 
that beef commanded a big price there.- 
At Skagway they found out their' mis- 
take and decided that it would pay theme 
better to bring the cattle back to Vic- 
toria. There are less than a thousand! 
people at Bennett now, the crowd of 
gold-seekers having moved down to the 
foot of Lake Labarge, where they will 
build their boats. 

Messrs. Cannody and Hamburger se- 
lected the Dyea trail and are making: 
good progress with their big outfits. 



BISHOP CBIDGE'S OPINION". 

Sees No Harm in the Prohibition Plebis- 
cite Although the Real Eight 
Would Come Later. 

Rt. Rev. Bishop Cridge, bishop, of l.fie- 
ltefonned Episcopal church, who oil Sat- 
urday preferred to give a little more time 
to the consideration of the prohibition 
plebiscite question before venturing an 
expression of his views, has now under- 
taken to pla.-e his opinion on record. 

"Do you favor the complete prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture, importation and 
sale of all intoxicating liquor's for bever- 
age purposes in the Dominion V" he wai*. 
asked. 

"I favor It so far as I believe it would' 
be a great boon to the people could such' 
a clean sweep be made. The attempt 
might, 1 believe, involve political pro- 
blems, with the solution of which I can- 
not undertake to cope: I can see no- 
harm in refo.-ring the question to a ple- 
biscite, though 1 think that it is after- 
wards the real light would begin. The- 
popular decision could hardly be, con- 
stitutionally, final, in the real sense of 
its becoming the duty of the legislature 
to carry it out. But it could hardly fail 
to impress the legislature tfery deeply, as 
a monster petition might do,' though it 
could hardly supercede the proper func- 
tions of legislation. But perhaps I am 
not sufficiently informed on this point. 

"The distressing question is, are the 
people educated up to the extent of this 
demand? For I take it. that legislation 
is usually commensurate not with th«*. 
desirable, but with the practicable. 

"A favorable plebiscite, while asking : 
the whole, might induce the legislature, to . 
grant a part, say the third part of the-- 
above demand, namely, the prohibition of 
the retail of the objectionable matters. 
This would in itself be an immense in- 
stalment. Any supposed inequality, as 
between classes, in this arrangement^ 
might well be regarded, seeing on which 
side the real benefit lies. If, as the 
movement proves, the hope for the- : 
whole be not deemed extravagant, to 
grant a third ought not to be considered 
impossible. In any case I favor the 
plebiscite."

On hot next coast trip the steamer 
Willapa will carry up to Quatsino lit the 
northern end of the island, soine very 
valuable mining machinery consigned to 
the West Vancouver Goal Co., ot San 
Francisco. The shipment of the mach- 
inery will make the first practical steps 
taken towards the development of the im- 
mense coal deposits there, and will also 
contribute materially to the prosperity of 
the West Coast of Vancouver Island. 
The machinery that has already arrived 
consists in the main of a very largo 
boiler, so big that it is considered doubt- 
ful whether the Wilhipn will have room 
for it on deck. The Btcamer only return- 
ed from the Coast on Sunday, having 
spoken no sealers and heard of jio new 
happenings. Mr. Nichol, of Tacoma, 
who accompanied Mr. Wiugnte on his 
late trip to Clayoquot, was among those 
returning, as were also Mr. Granger, a 
Vancouver mining man, and Mr. Guilds, 
of Alberni. 

THE SOUND SERVICE, 
rho "old reliable" City of Kingston 
did not come over from the Sound yes- 
terday morning nor will she come to- 
day. As previously announced she lias 
been laid off for an overhauling at Taco- 
ma, and the City of Seattle will cover 
her work save making the outward run 
this morning. As she proceeds to Alas- 
ka from here, the Evangel will be called 
into service this evening to handle all 
the mails and passengers going to the 
Sound. 

MERCHANTMEN ARRIVE. 
Two deep sea arrivals in Esquimnlt on 
Sunday where the ship .T. B. Brown and 
London Hill, the latter being the vessel 
spoken off the Cape by the Warrimod 
on Friday. The two vessels were 
brought in by the American tugs Tyee 
and Wanderer. The London Hill comes 
from San Francisco and is here for 
orders; the Brown is from Acapillco and 
chartered for a coal to Dutch Harbor. 
She first will be hauled on the Esiiui- 
malt marine ways for repairs. 

TUKPEL-S BUSY SHIPYARD. 
The steamer Evangel was launched 
from Turpel's ways on Sunday evening, 
where she had been receiving repairs to 
her keel, damaged by contact with a rock 
at Port Angeles. 

Last evening the Vancouver steamer 
Capilano was taken on the ways and 
will be generally overhauled, painted 
and repaired. 
FOB THE SCENE OF SERVICE. 
Frank M. Yorke will leave for the 
North about May 1 with the stern wheel 
steamer Victoria. The other steamer 
for the Maitland Kersey company will 
leave a week later. The Mdnto Crist o, 
(he company's other vessel, is on the 
ways at Wrangel, being overhauled pre- 
paratory to the rush up the river. 
THE CASE OF THE "CZAR." 
Still another technicality has be\n' 
raised in the case of Dunsmnir vs. the 
Klondike and Columbia Cold Fields Co. 
for the possession of the tug Czar, which 
the plaintiffs claim was sold to the de- 
fendants by Mr. 0. J. V. Spratt, despite 
a charter which they, the plaintiffs, had 
on her. The Supreme court granted the 
plaintiffs an injunction giving them pos- 
session of the vessel. This was upset by 
the Full court and yesterday two appli- 
cations were made before Mr. Justice 
Drake. One was by the plaintiffs for a 
continuation of the injunction and the 
other by the defendants for a dissolution 
of it. Mr. Hunter for the defence raised 
the objection that the Supreme court 
did not have jurisdiction, that the action 
for the possession of a vessel was a mat- 
ter for the Admiralty court. The ques- 
tion was argued at some length, decision 
being reserved. 

PREPARING TO FISH. 
Fishing preparations on the Skcenn is 
giving Bert Simpson and the little sta- 
tions along the Skeena a very busy ap- 
pearance at present. According to news 
brought from the North yesterday the 
indications for a big run of salmon on 
the river are very favorable and the pre- 
parations now advancing are made in ex- 
pectation o'f the opening of the fishing 
season by June 15. Other than this 
news the Louise, which arrived on Sun- 
day, had little to report. The Louise 
brought down Rev. Jennings, Rev. Mr. 
Robson and Rev. M. Novel for the pur- 
pose of attending the Methodist con- 
ference shortly to be held. Among 
other passengers were Mrs. Robson. Mr. 
Ashdown Green, Mr. C. W. D. Clifford, 
and Mr. Clayton. 

The big steam collier TItania, which 
has neen in Esquimnlt dock undergoing 
an overhauling, will leave the blocks to- 
day. 

MARINE NOTES. 
A Honolulu man writing home from 
San Francisco advises his government to 
look out for the schooner Free Trade. 
He states that this craft is loaded with 
dope and is bound for the neighborhood 
of Honolulu; that Captain C. A. Moore 
owns the schooner and is aboard and 
that the opium is the property of a Brit- 
ish Columbia and San Francisco syndi- 
cate. The Free Trade sailed from San 
Francisco on April I, and should reach 
the islands in the course of a few week's 
from that date if in that direction she is 
bound. From other sources it is stated, 
however, that the schooner's destination 
is the Alsatian islands, where Moore is 
supposed to know of some valuable gold 
deposits. 

The Centennial's sailing 2or the 
North ban been postponed until this ev- 
ening. She will go up fairly lrght.

READS LIKE ROMANCE. 

A Robbery Syndicate Whose Prospective 
Rooty Is All the Treasure of Dawson. 

By the arrival of the steamer Nlngcliow 
from the North on Sunday last, word was 
received of the existence of a swora baud 
of robbers on the lower waters of the Yu- 
kon, whose leaders contemplate— if the sur- 
prising storv bo true— the most gigantic 
robberv In the history of America. The re- 
port, which although It reads very like a 
fairy storv is not beyond the limit of possi- 
bility, Is 'based on the word of an Alaskan 
pioneer named Dick Chamberlain, who for 
some time past has been a resident of Cir- 
cle City, and who claims to be himself a 
member of the pirate band, having joined 
on compulsion with Ids life as the price of 
refusal, he having however no heart In the 
grim enterprise. 

In brief the story goes that this company 
of lawless men, composed of two hundred 
or more of the most desperate thieves, 
gamblers and thugs la the Northern coun- 
try, men for the most part who have been 
run out of Dawson and the minor camps, 
contemplate a sudden descent upon the 
commercial companies' stores at Dawson, 
the blowing of thrlr safes as well as that 
of the government commissioner and the 
strong box of the newly established bonk, 
and the cachelng of the spoils at a point 
four miles below the city until the pro- 
ceeds of the gigantic steal can be run down 
the river on an appropriated steamer. 

Chamberlain, who Is said to be a man 
with a clean record III the North, declared 
that he had been an occupant of a winter 
cnbln just above Circle City, adjoining 
which was a large log shanty occupied by 
the toughest gang in all the neighborhood, 
and directed apparently by a relative of the 
notorious Kid Birch, who had been elected 
leader and rejoiced la the title of 
"captain." Chamberlain paid little or no 
atteatloa to his neighbors at first, but fin- 
ally had his suspicions aroused and com- 
menced to give attention to their words 
and notions at about the same time that 
they became suspicious of hlin. He bad as 
soon as lie realized the position of affairs 
determined to make his way out and put 
the authorities on their guard, when be 
was seized while making preparations for 
departure, and at the muzzles of revolvers 
sworn Into the band against the wishes of 
the leader and seven members wdio voted 
for his death. 

Subsequently he was Informed as a mem- 
ber of the organization that the plan of 
campaign was to make a concerted nigh! 
attack upon Dawson while the population 
was absent from the town on some of the 
numerous stampedes to new diggings— 
simultaneously blow the safes of the tow.i. 
working in divisions, and hum- to the 
cache with the booty before the Dawson- 
lans could awake to a realization of the 
position of affairs. On the argument of 
being able to obtain much valuable Infor- 
mation, Chamberlain llnallv prevailed on 
the Rung to send him ahead to Dawson to 
spy out the situation. Thus be escaped— 
being however pursued according to bis 
sensational story— Intending to lav the 
whole scheme before the police as soon as 
be reached Dawson. lie found on arrival 
there that the organization of the gi 
was more perfect than he had anticipated, 
and every move he made was watched by 
"the push." Then be decided to escape to 
the coast while he had life to do It. 

lie declared, according to the Nlngchow's 
passengers, that lie did not know whether 
or not the plan would he carried out when 
he "made his get away." It is said that 
four million dollars or more Is the stake 
played for, while the chief men of the gang 
are desperadoes who will stop at nothing 
in the. accomplishment of their under 
taking.

ALASKA WHISKEY MEN. 

Collector Ivey Having Trouble — The 
Military Will Enforce the Law 
On the Trails. 

>'ews from the North by the steamer 
Ningchow, which reached Victoria 
Sunday from Alaskan ports, goes to 
show that United States Collector of 
Customs Ivey is having a deal of trouble 
in trying to enforce the law which pro- 
hibits tbe importation or sale of intoxi- 
cants in Alaska. He has instructed 
Chief Inspector Mount, to take; proceed- 
ings with a view to confiscating all li 
nuor offered for sale at Dyea and Skag 
way and naturally this is a pretty big 
order in such "wide open" towns when 
whiskey is sold much more freely than 
at almost any other place on the Coast 
Colonel Anderson in charge of the Unit 
ed States troops will lie asked to lend 
his assistance and consequently there 
will be force enough to put the law into 
effect though it will take a good deal of 
vigilance to keep whiskey out, as the 
Alaskan coast, like that of Northern 
British Columbia, is so broken and the 
waters are so dotted witli little islands 
that it will be extremely difficult 
suppress smuggling. 

Col. Anderson has promised his aid 
and will visit every saloon on the two 
trails, seize all the liquor in sight, am 
warn the people engaged in the tralfl 
that if they are caught again they will 
have to go before the grand jury at. Sit- 
ka. Collector Ivey had a hard time of it 
trying to get. in his work oa the \Vhie 
key men at Wrangel a couple of week 
before; for while a whiskey seller was 
caught in flagrante delicto there was a 
yell of defiance from his friends and al- 
though Mr. Ivey had the offending win 
key man bound over in the sum of $500 
to appear before the grand jury, the 
deputies and officers were stoned mid 
Ivey's life threatened. On the 17th Mr. 
Ivey returned to Skagway and asked 
Obi. Anderson to send soldiers to 
Wrangel to help enforce the law, but. Col. 
Anderson declined on the score that his 
jurisdiction was confined to the depart- 
ment of Lynn Canal. Consequently all 
that could bo done was to send word to 
General Mcrrian in command at Van- 
couver, Washington, barracks. In the 
meantime proceedings at Wrangel are 
interrupted. 

The better class of whiskey sellers' in 
the Alaskan towns are of opinion that 
a high license liquor law such as Gov- 
ernor Brady, of the territory, is now try- 
ing to procure at Washington, would be 
the best; means of dealing with this 
troublesome question.
